DE LAND — If there's one thing John 
Kimble learned in his year as assistant 
basketball coach at Lexington High 
School under Don Eiker, it’s that you have 
to set high goals in order to have any 
chance at a successful season.

Kimble asks a lot of his players, and

“They lift weights every day except 
game days.” Kimble said. “And they 
shoot 50 free throws every day.

Kimble’s weight program include ex- 
ercises only for the legs, and in addition, 
he makes the team go through ballhandl- 
ing, layup, rebounding, jumping and 
shooting drills before team practice real- 
ly gets under way.
